vigorous; and unless attacked by some 
unexpected danger froma without, and with 
the assisiance of a new prop from time 
to timo charitably fixed under — tho 
more dangerous branches, may continue 
outwardly exhibit a presentable greenness. 
Wo spoke lately of the manner in wiiich 
the Kiangsu ud ministration, or certain of 
i¢g officors, coutrived to reconcile io the 
administration. of the Salt  Gabdelle 
the seoningly incompatible demands of 
virtuous disinterested ness and personal pro- 
fit; and how Peking, in its virtuous 
indignation at being’ choused of the direct 
proceeds of the same Salt Gnbelle, contrived , 
still adhering’ to the dictates of the uncient 
sages, to draw its own share of the procecds- 
But ancient and profitable for those imrnedi. 
ately concerned as ‘wry -be ‘this principle of 
aponge and squeeze, for. the empire at large 
it is the acme of extcavagance. Doubtless 
the Court at Peking has not (o go to the 


expense of a Cnancllor of the Exchequer, | 


nor hasit to keep-up uo Auditor Geveral 
with-a score of asdistants; nor hava the 
provincials iuterested to give account of the 
income wud expeuditure of their districts. 
In lien of keeping a staff of regularly 
appoiuted and paid subordinates they have, 
however, to-employ uo irregular staff ot 
secretaries, writers, thief catchers, jailers, 
and all the numerous army of hangers-on 
who fester aboutevery yamen in the K'mpira, 
and for the payment of whom there is made 
no provision, but who are none the less 
expected to live on their post. Notoriously 
the Enpire rings with the corruption of 
theso hungors-on, who, deprived of dny 
title of office, yet possess the uvenues to. 
every yamen. It needs little ex per lence of 
humih nature to forecast the result. Now 
it is from these pariahs of Chincao sociaty 
that. the ranks of the pirates and salt 
smugglers are recriited, and ‘the methodsof 
the yumens are closely followed in their 
organisitions. They, tuo, have their prada- 
tions ‘of ranks, their chiefs and their 
secretaties ; their subordin ate officials, their 
polica und their guards. ‘They also bavoon 
admirably orgnuisad detective, body whose 
especial , business it ia to intermingle with 
tho moré quietly disposed in the tea-shops. 
They have their regular meeting places. in 
the shops and gambling dens, and the uo- 
fortumte who has once incurred their 
onmity is sura sooner of Inter to be enticed 
into one these, where he will find 
himself driwa into some — quarrel, 
which on tho’ fuce of it “looks simple 
enough and affords little or no cue aa 
to its renson, but the end is nearly 
always the same ; and. if the victim es- 


cape with bis. life it ie at the expense 
of leading afterwards a life of ter- 
ror, For the samo reason n» one who has 
ever hecome compromised can ever again 
return to honest. ways, but.finds himeelf at 
every tuen beset by these instigators of 
new crime, ‘These things are all perfectly 
well known to the dfficials, ae are also the 
leaders personally, but such is the amount 
of terror inspired that they. wre permitted to 
move about openly, no official being bold 
enough to prefer a charge ; and in case of 
hig being drréatéed on aiiy other clinrge, a 
way of escape is always found : either he is 
actually ‘acquitted of the crime, however 
heinous,, or he. finds ‘means through 
the connivance of hia nssuciates, always 
to be found amongst the underlings 
of thecourts, to effect his escape. To such 
an extent. has this organisation « been 
canried, that even in the outlying portions 
of the Foreign Settlements ot Shanghai 
not regularly ‘patrolled by lirge armed 
bodies of foreign police, the roads have 
become practically impassible at night; and 
thoze lately who have inadvertently easyed 
to passhavefound the ways guarded by armed 
men, who have not hesitated to stop them 
till they have produced sufficient proof that 
they were not connected with any preven- 
tive service. M ystericus shots, too, aro nob 
unfrequently heord by residents, who, bow- 
ever, such is the general state of terrorism, 
think it-wiser not to excite davger by en- 
quiring too curiouely into:the cfreumstances. 
-Beeently cases, of wysterious’ murders, 
generally of natives, though noj and then 
of a belated foreigner; are -reported. to the 
polica ; but the reault is éver the aang. and 
except in the most exceptional case no clue 
as 'té,the victim or ‘his assailants is ever 
Giscoverable.

In, the 
hottest days ia sammor it is possible to keep 
living rooms at a ‘temperatura of 55 -degrees, 
sud but'er, eggiand meat are kept cool and 
fresh without tho least ivouble, ‘Che best part 
of the cold storage system is that it coats 
absolutely -mothing after the plant has beon

Thompson Falla has a Jared namber af wells 
that furnish cold, fresh aie which rushes upward 
alleummer long, The wells are dug for wator, 
but the supply of cold air is folly a3 important. 

The walls of Thompson Falls arn a little mora 
than sixty foat iu depth. The water veins ure 
found ins gravel formation and ace doubtless 
fed by the mountain snows ut somo distant, 
plade, The gravelis porous enough {o udmit of 
a freely moving current of air, which daring 
the summer time rushes upward in currents 
strong enough to snuff outa ma‘ch held over 
the wells. . : : 

The utility of tha cold sir currents was first 
observed in 1884, when the Thompson Polls 
Mercantilo Company used the cool air to knep 
butter, eggs and moat in lero quantities. The 
sir can be piped jn summor to rooms of hones. 


‘The wells are covered over lightly at the top; 


and Jurge pipes tap the current a foo feot below 
the surface of the round. Theso pipes coa- 
duct tho air, to different rooms in nearby 


buildings. 


For cold atorage plants, a house is built above 
the well aud tho air rasbes upward contiiuous- 
ly, keeping the tomperaturo at on unvarying

has u fine flow of werds, Tho usual hight of a 
wave in common slorms seldom is more than 
twalvo feat, and in violent giles in the open sea 
never oxceads fifty fot from tron zh to creat and 
a length of ahout 600 feet. In the South Pavifie 
waves forty-thres feet in height have boen 
menstred, ib the South Atlantio thirty-six feet, 
in the North Sea and(ho Mediterranean thirteen 
feat. Of course, neorer snd, whim driven 
furiously nygainst on obstacle, such af & light- 
honee, ‘waves often dash ngainst the top of the 
lighthougs, such as Bell Rock, 100 feet, and 
Uneot in the Shetlnds, 200 feet. Bat in the 
deop sea, even in. a howling tem pest, they never 
run highar than filty feet, which would bea 
very poor mountain, . :
